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FAMILY TRADITION

@ What to do with unconfirmed family traditions and notes! Certainly they are 
not to be taken as "gospel", nor yet to be discarded as useless. ie have all been 
confronted, at one time or another, with such notes and have had to evaluate them. 
No doubt, in most cases, such stories deserve to be investigated. This may be done 
by contacting members of collateral lines of the family and local historians, and by 
checking against recorded historical facts of the period involved. As our president 
said in-his annual address, "Gather and sift the family traditions. Let the facts 
be decumented and the fiction be clearly indicated." 


Sometimes an investigation brings gratifying results, as in the following cases. 
The late Dr. Frank H. Durstine of Cleveland worked for many years to prove the truth 
of the family tradition concerning an old German bible brought over from the Palati- 
nate by his progenitor, Michael Dirstein, in 1752. It was said to contain records 
of the family running back two hundred years before his migration, to the time when 
the family, then Von Durrenstein, was living in a castle on the Danube. Told this 
story by his father, the doctor firmly believed it. He wrote and wrote to everyone 
and anyone whose name even faintly resembled Dirstein, invariably referring to the 
tradition of the old bible, and many times the story was confirmed, but still no 
trace of the book itself. Still he persisted year after year. One day, perhaps 
twenty-five years after he started his search, a chance acquaintance told him of a 
John Dirstein living in Elmwood, Ontario. The next mail contained a letter to this 
John from our indefatigable doctor. "Yes", came the reply, "I have the Dirstein 
bible! I value it too highly to trust it to any carrier, so I will visit you in the 
near future, if convenient, and bring the book with me”. Here was success at last! 
Unfortunately, however, the earliest records, in the front of the book, had been de- 
stroyed by fire when the owmer was a youmg man. He remembered the data in 2 general 
way end confirmed the early spelling of the name and the family connection with the 
ruling house of the Palatinate. The records in the back of the book, from Michael 
Dirstein's father down to the owner, through youngest son to youngest son, were in- 
tact and proved of great assistance in writing the family history. Subsequently an 
article appeared in the National Geographic Magazine showing views on the Danube. It 
included pictures of the old castle at lurnstein, some fifty miles above Vienna, 
where Richard, The Lion-Hearted, was held prisoner by the Duke of Austria in the 
days of the Crusades. 


We, members of this Society, are committed to assist such enthusiasts as Doctor 
Durstine. We are banded together for mutual help, so why not institute a column in 
this magazine to be devoted to the attempt to prove, or disprove, such data, asking 
our non-member readers to join us in our efforts? As starter, here is a story 
written down by a grand-daughter of Abel Lewis of Glastonbury, Conn. As far es we 
know it has never been checked. 

"Abel Lewis was a soldier of Washington's body guard. He related this story. When 
the army was at King's Bridge Washington was invited by a Tory to go a short distance 
into the country to dine with him. Washington i.ent knowing all the time that the 
design was to betray him to the British. While smoking his cigar he looked off three 
quarters of a mile and saw a company of horsemen approaching. Then the host patted 
him on the shoulder saying, ‘You are my prisoner’. 'On the contrary’, Washington re- 
plied, "You are my prisoner’. His own men rode up and took the prisoners to camp". 


Some historian, or some other descendant of this Revolutionary soldier, Abel 
Lewis, may tear this story to pieces, or, on the other hand, may be able to confirm 
it. Let us hear from some one and let us have more family tradition at which to 
shoot our genealogical and historical arrows.

CAPT. JOHN CARUTHERS. ‘Merchant in Lexington, Va. Earliest record is that he ser- 
ved on a jury with his borother Samuel in 1778. Commissioner of the Specific Tax 
for the county of Rockbridge 1781-2; Captain of a militia company 1788-9. In 1791 
he was recommended by the Justices of Rockbridge as a suitable person for appoint- 
ment as Justice. In 1801 was appointed by President Jefferson Marshall of the pro- 
posed western district of Virginia, but declined the appointment. (Waddell, p. 143) 
Sheriff of Rockbridge County, 1804-6. 

Will, on record in Lexington, makes provision for wife Sally. Son Isaac, house 
and lot in Lexington. Grandson, Geo. W. Shields, ¢500.; grandson, John N. Shields, 
$500. when he becomes 21; grond-daughter Mary Shields $700. when she becomes 20; 
grand-daughter Julia Caruthers, daughter of Wiilliam, a negro girl; grend-deughter 
Ann Eliza Ceruthers, daughter of william, a negro girl. "All the rest of my estate 
to be sold and divided equally between the heirs of my son William, and my son 
Isaac, and my son-in-law Alexander Shields". Executors: Isaac Caruthers, Alexander 
Shields, Jno. F. Curuthers. Will dated July 20, 1819, proved Sept. °%6, 1822. wit 
nesses: James Caruthers, Jr. and others. 





William Caruthers of De Soto, Fla. says: 
"Capt. John Caruthers’ first wife was a Poague, or Pozge, as Wadell spells the name. 
Dr. Brown (Rev. Dr. tim. Brown, long the editor of the Central Presbyterian) says 
when he was a small boy his mother took him on the horse behind her and made a visit; 
on the way they took dinner at the house of im Caruthers (son of Cept. John) his 
mother's cousin; her mother was a Posgue and I suppose a sister of his (Vm Caruthers) 
mother. We have always heard that we were distantly related to the Brown's and 
thus it came.

"I remember the old lady (Sally) named in the wiil, and the nice cakes she used to 
give us children; but she was his second wife, * Miss Phelps at first. She was when ® 
he married her a widow McConkey living somewhere towards the Natural Bridge”. 


Capt. John Caruthers’ two sons and one daughter are children of the first marriage. 
1. William Caruthers, born Sept. 12, 1771, died June 10, 1817. Married Nov. 

1795, Phoebe Alexander, (born May 18, 1773) sister of Rev. Archibald Alexan- 
der of Princeton. i:illiam Caruthers was a merchant in Lexington, and owned, 
or partly owned, valuable landed property in Rockbridge Co. and in the West. 
He died before he t.ad reached the age of 46. She died Dec. 5, 18°91 a few 
years after her husbcnd, leaving a large family of young chiil.ren. The pro- 
perty left by Wm. Caruthers was amply sufficient to resr and educate the chil- 
dren (his personal estate was appraised after his death at $14,339.214). 
The children were brought up in the families of their relatives, and all 
turned out well and became useful members of society. Eleven children, three 
of whom died in childhooc.

Research reveals the above Joshua Chamberlin to have been the son of John Chamber- 
lin (or lain) of Richmond, iiess. and later the early settler in Williston, Vermont 
and Richmond, Vermont, where several of his children were born. He was elected 

Moderator at the first town meeting in Williston, Mar. 28, 1786. He was ea soldier 





of the war of 1812, and was called on the first jury trial held in Chittenden 
@eounty, 1768. He was apperently the fourth in descent from William Chamberlain of 
Billerica. 


It will be noted that the bible record does not record the family of Olmstead 
Chamberlain, born in Williston, Vt., Aug. 22, 1787, son of Joshua, Sr. and Sarah 
(Brown) Chamberlain. He settled in Pontiac, Michigan in 1821 and for many years 
was a prorinent business man in Oakland County. He was postmaster eleven years. 
In 1864 he left Pontiac and went to reside with his son, Samuel Chamberlain, in 
Waupun, Wisconsin, where he died Oct. 10, 1876, aged 89. 


Joshue Chamberlain, Sr. was a soldier of the Revolution. He enlisted at Richmond, 
Mass. April 3rd, 1777. He applied for a pension in 1818, at which time he was a 
resident of Lewiston, Niagara county, N. Y. In 1820 he was a resident of Detroit, 
Michigan, and probably went with his sons Joshua, Jr. and Dr. Olmstead Chemberlain 
to Pontiac, Michigan, two years later. Joshua Chamberlain, Sr. died in Pontiac, 
Michigan, Feb. 20, 1827. He is buried in Oak Hill cemetery, Pontiac, and his grave 
was marked by the General Richardson Chapter, DAR in 1909. He had brothers 
Samuel and Brown of Richmond, Mass.

Sept. 3rd 
1782, John Chamberlain, the futher, and Darines, the widow, declined administration 
of the estate of Brown Chamberlin, end asked the appointment of Samuel Chamberlin 

and two other men. Darimes Chamberlin, the widow, married Daniel Brainerd. This 
information comes from the papers in the estate of Brown Chamberlin, on file at 

the registry of Probate at Pittsfield, inssachusetts.

About 1809 a ldrge group of Irish families came to America. Several sottled in 
Medison Couhtty, New York where they married and raised their familios. As tho child- 
ren grew up, some found it nocessary to travel of to new lands in order to have 
sufficiont’ ground to work. The Tackabury family, from which Clarence Beavis isa - 
descendant, was just such a group. Jemes and John, two sons of Nathaniel Tackabury, 
married two sisters, Ann and Elizabeth, daughters of John Belton who is buried in 
Pratt's Hollow, New York. It is believed that their mother was a "Webster", sister 
to Robert Webstor and Mary Webster Williams who are buricd in this Grovo’cemctery.’ 
In 1831 a largo group of thé second generation Irish from Madison County, New York, 
moved on to London township, Cenada. Somo staid on in New York as did James Tacka+ 
bury, while his brothcr John wont to London. Conscqucntly many of the same namos 
are found in this cometery, as are soon in and around Pratt's Hollow, New York.

DESCENDANTS OF PHILIP FRISE OF PENNSYLVANIA 
Compiled by Mildrei Ivono Krise of Detroit, Michigan. 


© In 1910, W. A. Krisc, who‘was Superintondent of Schools at Conter Hall, Pa., 
visited relatives in Marcellus, Michigar to acquaint us with our Pennsylvania cous- 
ins. He had started working on his genealogy at that time and said that’his great 
grandfather Krise tame from England sometime befcre the Revolutionary War, and had 
three sons, Philip, Peter and Joseph. When the Revoiutionery War broke out, he 
bound his children out to Pennsylvania farmers and eulisted. ‘de was not heard from 
after thet. Philip, our ancestor, was born near Philadelvhia, March 3, 1771. Peter 
is seid to have lived and probably died in Virginia, and Joseph to have died in 
Maryland. ‘ 
Besides the bibliography of this lineage, which will be included’at the end, 
the compiler has had correspondence with (1) Tho Reference Depdrtmefit, National 
Archivos, Washington, D. C.; (2) State Librarian at Heriisburg, Pa.; (3) H4ll of 
Records, Annepolis, Md.; (4) Th: War Department, Adjutant Generel's Office, Washing- 
ton, D. C. (5) Visited the York Co. Historic*l Iibrary in York, Pae (6)’Hrd correspon- 
dence with Mrs. Evhei Buckey, Baltimors, Md., who is descended from on?, Heirrich 
Kreiss, who came from Germany to New Jorsoy in 1757. Mrs. Buckey wes President of 
the Krise Kindred Association and Vice-regent of her D AR chanter in 1941. This 
family is not of ovr linc. I havé at hand "Tho Xrise’ Family Record, 1733--1928", come 
piled by D. H. Kriss of Johnstovn, Pa., ‘but thoy, to, are nct of Cur lino. 
When writing to the War Department, Adjutart Goneral's’Office, I askéd for in- 
formation concerning a Revolutionary’ soldier surnamed Mrise, Kries, Krois, Kreiss 
who left three sons, namely: Philip, Peter and Joseph in Pennsylvania. The reply I 
reccived doesn't prove anvthing and so fer I have not been able to prove farther than 
my fourth generation. F 
Quote: "Ths records show that one Peter Kries, (surname also borne as Krois, 
reiss, Kreitz, Krise, Kreise and Creis) served in the Revolutionary War as a pri- 
vate in a company dosignated at various times as Capt. George P. Keepérts' 6th and 
Capt. Charles Baltzel's Company, German Béttelion, Continental Troops, commandod 
successively by Lt. Col. George StrickLer, Col. Beron Arnat and Lt. Col. luidwig Welt- 
ner. Ho enlisted July 20, 1776 for threo years and was discharged July 24, 1779. 
No record of personal or family history."

As one passes out of Muncy, Pa., towrrd the east, the bridge across Muncy Creek 
is crossed to join U. S. 220, to fina the burial places within this collection. 

U. S. 220 passes north and a little east up to New Yor': State. A little to the left 
of this highway we find the Fnanuel Lutheran ground. ‘ve »asrs on throuch Hughsville, 
Picture Rocks, near which is Tivoia. Tt is the private cemetery of Govrge Wrshing- 
ton Taylor, who »romoted the harlet of Tivole. ‘lis farm :.as a little north cnd the 
burial ground was, or is todey, 2ucross a meacow, a small ;lot enclosed by am irca 
fence. In 1939 it was neglected ani grown up to brush ane st rvtoery; in i940 when 
the records were finally taken. it had been cleared ani 1 eouyvie of stones *curd. 

Muncy Valley is still farther uortheast, but before gotiirg into the villge, 
one crosses Muncy Creek over an old-feshioned covered tricgs, snd prosently comes 
to the old Edxin farm with its private burial lot. This is surrovnded by a wire 

fence; gate iocked, so nothing to do but climb over. This farm, with Muncy Valley, 
is in Sullivan County. 

The most impressive thing to me was the absence of necighbdcring homes. Estates 
must have odcen so vast that all one's friends must have been far away. On the 
Edkin farm, while there were no remains of buildings, George £ckin being a skilled 
horticulturist, there were many old shrubs trying to live. Ev rgreens, too. An 
old orch..rd, also, was making an effort to live. It must have been 4 beautiful 

eo in the time o? family life, for it is surrounded by beautiful mountains. 

My mother's fami"y came from Pennsylvania and rolative: are turied in these 
grounds. dHsr name was Taylor, her father being William, son 27 the Rubert mentioned 
below. The Taylors wore Scotch-Irish. The Fisterars anu Cursons, or Coursons, are 
other lines. My gvanufather, William Taylor, walked from his tather's home to Mich- 
igan Territory in the fail of 1874. When Michigan wished acumission to statehood, 
the Toledo War placed him in Ohio. Grendfather Cole, who wa3 a neipabor of William 
Taylor, also became a Buckeye, but later retired to Adriar, i‘ chiga, to spend his 
last deys. The Taylors remained Ohio residents.

Note:- Vincent Presnitz Whitney was thé son of the’Rev. Hallam Eldredge Whitney ° 
and Elizabeth Permelia (Morse) Whitney, b. Feb. 24, 1856 at Columbia Cross Rodds, 
Bradford Co., Pa. (Seo - "Descendents of Jéhn Whitney" by John Clifton Pierce, 1895; 
also’ this magazine, issue of January, 1941, p. 85) Rev. Hallam E. Whitney died‘in 
1872, near Austinburg, Ashtabula Co., Ohio, and his widow lived there until 1877, 
when she removed to Kipton, Camden Twp., Lorain Co., Ohio. The diary was written 
during the stay at Austinburg, Ohio. HSW
